BY-WAYS  OF  THE  U.  S.  GOLD  COIN- 
AGE. 

Extract  from  a paper  read  by  Andrew  C.  Zabrlskie,  Esq.,  be- 
fore the  American  Num.  and  Arch.  Society,  April  9,  1885. 

THE  GOLD  COINAGE  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

In  Eckfeldt  and  Dubois  Manual  of  Gold 
and  Silver  Coins,  Phila.,  1842,  it  is  stated: 
“In  our  own  country  the  only  private  coinage 
worth  noting  consists  of  gold  pieces  emanat- 
ing from  the  gold  region.  The  establish- 
ments for  this  purpose  have  been  that  of 
Templeton  Reid  in  Geo.,  now  discontinued — 
and  that  of  Christopher  Bechtler  in  North 
Carolina,  still  in  operation.’’  The  authority 
just  quoted  goes  on  to  state  that,  when  in 
1830  gold  mining  began  to  assume  consider- 
able proportions  in  Georgia,  the  project  was 
set  on  foot  to  c'oin  it  on  the  ground,  and  three 
denominations  of  coins,  ten,  five  and  two  and 
a half  dollars  were  struck,  bearing  the  name 
“Templeton  Reid”  assayer,  and  designated 
“Qeo.  Gold.”  It  must  be  distinctly  under- 
stood that  these  and  all  other  private  gold 
coins  while  unauthorized  by  the  Government 
were  never  objected  to,  the  understanding 
being  that  as  long  as  no  attempt  was  made 
to  imitate  the  regular  coinage  they  would  be 
tolerated.  We  find  the  following  table  in 
Eckfeldt  and  Dubois  work  showing  the  value 
of  coins  of  F.  Reid:

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  regular 
mint  issue  of  the  Eagle  of  1830  would  now 
be  worth  $10.66,  and  that  even  at  that  time 
it  commanded  a premium  of  5 Per  cent;  that 
is  it  was  worth  $10.50  in  silver.  “If  Mr. 
Reid’s  ten  dollar  piece  was  current  without 
premium,  his  gain  was  about  44  cents,  or  near 
4 1-2  per  cent.  It  may  have  brought  more 
in  the  market.”  These  coins  are  all  extreme- 
ly rare,  in  fact  the  preservation  of  any  spec- 
imens of  the  $10  and  $5  outside  of  the  mint 
collection  seems  doubtful.  1 he  existence  of 
Templeton  Reid’s  Mint  was  of  very  short  du- 


ration.  The  mint  of  Christopher  Bechtler  at 
Rutherford,  N.  C.,  was  of  much  greater  im- 
portance. Its  operations  began  in  1831 — and 
were  continued  up  to  a date  which  I have 
been  unable  to  ascertain,  certainly  as  late  as 
1849  and  long  after  the  establishment  of  a 
regular  branch  mint  of  the  United  States  at 
Charlotte,  comparatively  close  at  hand.  C. 
Bechtlers  coins  are  of  two  series,  the  first 
without  date,  but  issued  earlier  than  1834  of 
the  denominations  of  five  dollars,  two  and  a 
half  dollars  and  one  dollar,  stamped  as  being 
20  carats  fine,  and  150  grains  to  the  piece  of 
five  dollars. 

The  second  series  bears  date  1834  and  to 
conform  to  a reduction  of  the  standard  of 
United  States  coins,  made  in  that  year,  we 
find  the  Bechtler  mint  made  corresponding 
reductions.  There  were  three  grades  of 
fineness  and  weight.  The  five  dollar  piece 
of  20  carats  weighs  140  grains,  that  of  2t 
carats  134  grains,  and  that  of  22  carats, 
128  grains.  The  first  of  these  is  stamped 
“North  Carolina  Gold,”  the  second  “Carolina 
Gold”  and  the  last  “Georgia  Gold,”  although 
probably  all  the  gold  was  mined  in  North 
Carolina  and  the  names  were  used  to  indi- 
cate the  quality — Georgia  being  the  best  and 
North  Carolina  the  poorest.  Sometime  after 
1842  the  mint  passed  into  the  hands  of  A. 
Bechtler  as  indicated  by  the  inscription  on  the 
coins  and  is  further  indicated  very  pointedly 
in  the  falling  off  in  their  value.  Taken  as  a 
whole,  the  Bechtler  five  dollar  piece  may  be 
said  to  be  worth  from  $4.80  to  $4.95  and  the 
dollars  from  95  to  98  cents,  but  as  they  are 
alloyed  with  silver  they  will  produce  about 
half  of  one  per  cent,  more  if  presented  in 
sufficient  quantity.  I cannot  speak  with  au- 
thority of  the  varieties  of  these  Bechtler  coins, 
or  of  their  relative  numismatic  value. 
The  dollars  seem  to  be  comparatively  com- 
mon as  do  some  of  the  five  dollar  piec- 
es, but  I cannot  imagine  that  the  number 
in  existence  is  extensive  enough  to  supply 


even  the  wants  of  collectors,  should  any  con- 
siderable number  turn  their  attention  to  this 
series.  Mention  should  be  made  before  we 
pass  to  the  other  division  of  our  subject,  of 
the  branch  mints  established  by  the  United 
States  at  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  and  D^hlonega, 
Ga.,  about  the  year  1836.  Corresponding 
in  all  respects  with  the  issues  of  the  Philadel- 
phia mint,  except  the  addition  of  a “C”  or  a 
“D”  on  the  reverse,  these  pieces  are  general- 
ly formed  of  the  denominations  of  Half  and 
Quarter  Eagles.  The  latest  date  I have  in 
my  collection  is  i860,  showing  the  mints  to 
have  been  in  operation  (like  the  New  Or- 
leans Mint)  up  to  the  breaking  out  of  the 
Rebellion.  While  not  in  any  respect  “Private 
Gold  Coinages,”  they  claim  at  least  this  pass- 
ing notice,  especially  if  collectors  adopt  the 
course  I have  pursued  and  include  speci- 
mens of  these  mints  in  their  collection  of  the 
Gold  Coinage  of  the  South.

The  sudden  suspension  of  Mr.  John  VV. 
Haseltine,  one  of  the  leading  and  best  in- 
formed coin  dealers  ot  the  country,  has  stir- 
red quite  a ripple  of  surprise  and  regret 
among  his  many  friends  and  correspondents. 
Hard  times,  strong  competition  from  every 
side  forthe  smallest  business  and  disappoint- 
ment in  several  ventures,  are  generally 
ascribed  as  the  causes  of  the  suspension. 
Mr.  Haseltine  has  been  in  the  coin  business 
at  Philadelphia  for  the  last  1 8 years,  and  dur- 
ing that  time  held  85  public  auction  sales  of 
coins  and  medals,  the  last  one  taking  place 
at  Bangs  & Co.,  N.  Y.,  on  January  30  and 
31,  when  he  disposed  of  a large  part  of  his 
stock,  especially  American  dollars,  etc,,  from 
the  Economite’s  Hoard,  purchased  by  him 
some  years  ago.  Whatever  Mr.  Haseltine 
may  undertake  in  the  future,  he  carries  with 
him  the  hearty  good  wishes  of  a host  of  col- 
lectors and  frienas. 

Almost  simultaneously  with  the  above 
comes  the  news  that  Mr.  J.  Colvin  itandall, 
appropriately  surnatned  the  “Silver  King  of 
America,”  has  sold  out  his  private  collection 
of  American  gold  coins  and  his  immense  stock 
of  American  gold  and  silver  coins  to  Mr.  W. 
E.  Woodward,  who,  according  to  his  prompt 
business-like  methods,  is  already  out  with  the 
announcement  of  a sale,  at  an  early  day,  of 
large  selections  from  this  source,  making  up 
one  of  his  most  important  catalogues.
